THE  NUMISMATIST  -  ITS  STORY 


As  Historian  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  I  have  been  asked  to  record 
essential  facts  regarding  The  Numismatist,  official  publication  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  to  accompany  the  Index  of  its  first  fifty  volumes. 

The  Numismatist  of  today,  a  well-illustrated  monthly  magazine  of  standard  size 
with  over  a  thousand  pages  composing  a  calendar-year  volume  and  first  of  its 
class  in  circulation  and  advertising  patronage,  has  evolved  from  a  four-page 
leaflet  6  by  8  inches,  Vol .  I,  No.  1,  entitled  The  American  Numismatist,  free 
to  customers,  dated  September-October ,  1888.  The  baby  Numismatist,  announced 
to  be  issued  bi-monthly,  contents  mostly  the  issuer's  offerings  of  coins  for 
sale,  was  produced  by  an  enthusiastic  numismatic  student  and  collector  who  had 
but  little  time  and  means  for  the  subject  -  Doctor  George  Francis  Heath,  Monroe, 
Michigan,  an  ideal  country  doctor  in  character  and  administration.  It  was  a  home 
product  on  a  hand  press,  copy,  composition,  printing  and  distribution  all  being 
a  hobby  pleasure  of  the  producer.  Six  issues,  26  pages  in  all,  completed  Vol.  I. 

Vol.  II,  with  pages  a  little  smaller  than  Vol.  I,  began  ffarch,  1890.  American 

was  dropped  from  the  title.  Twelve  issues  completed  the  volume  of  48  pages. 

Volume  III,  January,  1891,  to  Volume  VI,  December,  1893,  inclusive,  pages  6  by  8 
inches,  are  uniform  in  makeup  and  were  printed  in  Detroit.  "And  Year  Book"  was 

a  part  of  the  title  to  October,  1893-  Announced  as  a  semi-monthly  at  fifty  cents 

a  year  with  a  coin  "worth  30  to  50  cents"  to  every  subscriber,  it  soon  became  a 
monthly.  As  numbered,  four  volumes  covered  three  years,  1892  having  two  six- 
month  volumes.  Up  to  200  pages  a  year  of  good  reading  and  various  advertisements, 
a  roster  of  the  collectors  and  dealers  of  the  period.  With  Vol.  VII,  1894,  288 
pages,  the  present  size  was  Introduced  and  has  continued  since  then. 

When  The  Numismatist  was  in  its  third  volume,  February,  1891,  it  publisher  asked, 
"What's  the  matter  with  having  an  American  Numismatic  Association?  Would  it  be 
profitable?  Would  it  be  practicable?  All  in  favor  of  such  a  scheme,  send  in 
your  names."  The  published  exchange  of  ideas  with  Plain  Talk,  a  New  York  publi¬ 
cation  with  a  coin  department  edited  by  Charles  T.  Tatman,  Worcester,  ffessachus- 
etts,  led  to  a  call  for  a  national  organization  that  was  completed  at  a  meeting 
held  in  Chicago,  October,  1 89 1 ,  when  The  American  Numismatic  Association  was  or¬ 
ganized.  Plain  Talk  was  designated  as  the  Association's  Official  Organ,  but  was 
soon  succeeded  by  The  Numismatist.  Dr.  Heath  received  and  will  have  everlasting 
honored  credit  for  being  the  Founder  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  Heath  continued  to  publish  The  Numismatist,  all  the  time  at  considerable 
personal  sacrifice,  up  to  the  time  of  his  sudden  death,  June  16,  1908,  in  his 
fifty-eighth  year. 

The  Doctor  had  builded  better  than  he  knew.  The  Association  grew  beyond  antici¬ 
pation  not  only  in  membership  but  in  contributors  and  desires  for  a  broader  pub¬ 
lication  field. 

At  the  time  of  Dr.  Heath's  death  Farran  Zerbe  was  serving  a  second  year  as  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Association.  A  few  months  previous  to  the  Doctor's  death,  ft*.  Zerbe 
visited  him  at  his  home  and  sought  his  disposition  regarding  parting  with  the 
magazine.  The  Doctor's  answer,  with  emotion,  was:  "Zerbe,  The  lfamlsmatlst  is 
my  baby.  I  like  it  and  I  want  to  care  for  it  until  it  is  twenty-five  years  old. 
After  that  we  can  talk."  The  Doctor  died  with  the  magazine  in  its  20th  year. 

The  magazine  was  the  membership's  connecting  link  and  its  uninterrupted  contin¬ 
uance  was  vital  for  the  life  of  the  Association.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  Mr.  Zerbe  acquired  the  magazine  from  the  Heath  estate,  assuming 


uncompleted  contracts  for  subscriptions  and  advertising.  Dr.  Heath's  last  issue 
was  for  June,  1908.  The  July  issue  was  produced  for  the  Heath  estate  by  A.  B. 
Bragdon,  Jr.,  Doctor  Heath's  long-time  printer,  Monroe,  Michigan.  Following 
issues  from  1908  were  edited  from  Tyrone,  Pa.,  printing  and  mailing  being  con¬ 
tinued  at  Monroe. 

Commencing  with  Vol .  XXII,  1909,  publication  was  from  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The 
general  makeup  was  changed  and  a  yellow  cover  was  adopted  for  the  blue  that  had 
previously  been  used.  Subscription  was  $1.50,  and  uniform  and  worthwhile  adver¬ 
tising  rates  were  established.  Howland  Wood,  Edgar  H.  Adams  and  Frank  C.  Higgins 
were  valued  associate  editors  and  co-operators  in  the  ambition  for  a  greater  mag¬ 
azine.  A  considerable  increase  in  subscriptions,  particularly  from  libraries, 
and  greater  advertising  patronage  were  developed.  Trial  proved  it  a  too  limited 
class  publication  for  profitable  general  news-stand  sale. 

In  1910  the  Association  at  its  convention  held  in  New  York  voted  to  acquire  The 
Numismatist,  Mr.  Zerbe  having  made  it  known  that  his  then  traveling  work  would 
prevent  his  continuing  publication  after  the  close  of  that  year.  Through  the 
generosity  of  W.  W.  C.  Wilson,  of  Montreal,  Canada,  The  Numismatist  was  acquired 
and  presented  to  the  Association,  whose  first  issue  was  for  1911,  Vol.  XXIV. 
Control,  which  has  continued  since  then,  was  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  There 
was  a  return  to  a  blue  cover  and  other  notable  changes.  During  1911  publication 
was  from  Worcester,  Massachusetts .  Albert  R.  Frey,  New  York  City,  was  editor, 
with  Edgar  H.  Adams  and  George  H.  Blake  associate  editors,  and  G.  L.  Tilden, 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  business  manager.  Mr.  Frey,  a  past  President  of  the 
Association,  was  a  scholarly  gentleman  and  an  authority  on  Far  Eastern  coins. 

They  were  succeeded  in  1912,  Vol.  XXV,  by  Edgar  H.  Adams,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  as 
editor  and  business  manager,  and  printed  at  Federalsburg,  Maryland.  fV.  Adams 
had  long  been  well  known  as  a  numismatic  writer  for  the  general  press,  with  a 
wide  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  a  specializer  in  several  divisions,  particu¬ 
larly  the  private  coinage  of  Calfornia.  Mr.  Adams  retired  with  the  August  issue, 
1915. 

Commencing  with  September,  1915,  the  editorship  and  management  have  been  ably 
conducted  by  Frank  G.  Duff ield ,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  printing  and  distribution 
from  Federalsburg.  An  ideal  combination  of  abilities  have  been  proven  by  Mr. 
Euffield  -  scholar,  numismatist,  printer,  photographer  and  business  man. 

The  first  six  volumes,  all  of  small  format,  and  brief  treatment  of  subjects,  con¬ 
tain  little  now  of  practical  reference  value.  The  major  subjects  treated  have 
been  done  over  in  more  detail  by  specialists  and  are  scattered  through  the  later 
volumes.  More  compositions  by  special izers  commence  with  Vol.  VII,  189^.  As  is 
true  with  many  subjects,  time  has  brought  forth  new  facts  and  corrections. 

Less  than  ten  complete  sets  of  The  Numismatist  are  known.  A  well-bound,  fine 
condition  set  is  valued  up  to  $300  (this  was  1938  -C.W.).  Vols.  I  and  II  are 
unobtainable;  only  of  passing  interest  at  the  time  of  issue,  they  were  discarded. 
Vols.  Ill  to  VI  are  rare.  Volumes  from  VII  on,  of  which  there  has  been  a  reserve 
supply,  are  frequently  offered  in  sales.  A  considerable  lot,  Vols.  VII  to  XXIII, 
held  in  storage,  were  destroyed  by  dampness.  Doctor  Heath's  estate  did  not  have 
a  complete  set  to  offer.  The  Doctor's  working  set  began  with  Vol.  III. 

As  a  feature  of  the  Columbus  (Ohio)  convention,  1938,  Donald  R.  Heath,  the  Doc¬ 
tor's  son,  of  Grosse  Point  Park,  Michigan,  printed  a  reproduction  of  Vol.  I,  No. 
1,  on  the  original  press.  This  much-prized  souvenir  was  liberally  distributed 
by  Mr.  Heath. 

The  Numismatist  and  the  American  Numismatic  Association  are  lasting  monuments  of 
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a  kindly  man  whose  success  as  a  physician  carried  with  it  much  charity,  a  good 
citizen  who  served  his  town  in  many  ways,  including  that  of  Mayor,  and  enjoyed 
his  hobby  to  the  end,  particularly  in  aiding  the  new  collector  -  Doctor  George 
Francis  Heath.

The  consignor  of  the  present  offering  wrote  the  following:  "Many  of  the  early 
Numismatists  are  from  a  hoard  from  Farran  Zerbe...  I  kept  no  record  (of  which 
ones),  but  they  are  easy  to  distinguish  because  of  their  condition.  (They

"Approximately  fifteen  years  ago  two  local  antique  dealers  had  very  close  to 
300  Numismatists  of  the  dates  listed,  all  from  Zerbe.  His  home  was  in  Tyrone,
